Tne rehlcl* for the first travelers tt> 


tbe moon will, he says, be a closed 
vessel of extreme lightness, provided 
with a motor «fc-gre*t power, a com- 
bination which tbe astonishing ad- 
vance* of locomotion during tbe past 
106 yeftrt brings well into sight 


Since there is no atmosphere la tbe 


space between our planet and tbe 
moon no system of propellers •would be 
of any ns«, and the only possible 
means of driving the rehicle forward 
would be an adaptation of tbe rocket 
principle, which, he says, urork* a* 
well In a racnusn as In air 


Te Ult Rocket Devlo*. 


The motor then would work a kind 


of continuous rocket, and U. Pelterle 
has made calculations of Just how 
raoc-S power the engine must bave to 
carry tbe vehicle along the 240,000 odd 
mile* between the earth and it* satel- 
lite. 


For a vehicle weighing «ne ton tb» 


motor would have to be of 414,000 
horsepower. 
For added weight the 


horsepower mast be proportionately in- 
creased. When this combination was 
realized the Journey would be divided 
into three parts. Tbe first would be 
to drive tbe vehicle with Increasing 
•peed nntll the sphere of the jearth'a 
attraction was passed. During the sec- 
ond the vehicle would continue its 
journey by Inertia nntti It reached the 
point where the moon's attraction be- 
gan. while the third would be the sim- 
ple natter of dropping on to the lat- 
ter"B surface, no motive force being 
necessary. 


Trip In Thre« Periods. 


The first of these phases, according 


to the lecturer, would last twenty-four 
minutes and nine seconds, the *econd 
phtaa forty-eight hoars and five- mln- 
ntea and the third three minutes and 
forty-six seconds, giving- a total of 
forty-nine hours, seventeen 
minutes 


and fifty-five seconds. 


During the first 4,000 miles, be says, 


the passengers would have the sensa- 
tion of weighing one-tenth more than 
usual, but afterward they would cease 
to weigh at all and hare tbe sensation 
of falling indeflnitely Into space. 


To remedy the bad physical effects 


which might result from these phe- 
nomena special appliances, says M. 
Pelterle, might be Installed.

stamps which are issued in commem- 
oration of the three hundredth anni- 
versary of the succession of the Ro- 
manoff dynasty.

T^ist yenr 
more than 24.000 tons of pure tin were 
exported, and. with better transporta- 
tion facilities nnd greater working pop- 
ulation, Bolivia, that now produces 
nhout one-fourth part of the tin nsed. 
could easily supply enough for the 
world's consumption. 


"The opening of the Panama canal 


will make yet more important tha de- 
velopment of the free commercial rela- 
tions betweon both Americas.
